A YEAR IN TIME... 


The first Monday of June, 1977 signaled the ending of 
our Company’s 339th year. Since global and national 
events form the backdrop to the activities and achieve- 
ments of ‘“‘the Ancients,’’ we record here a brief chronol- 
ogy of moments and events of our time for the ensuing 
year. 


Concerns about energy dominated the news during the year. 
The nation had its second ordeal with oil embargoes and long 
lines at gasoline stations. The federal government formally insti- 
tuted the Department of Energy, and in June the Alaska pipeline 
opened. Three years in construction, the pipeline was hailed as 
the world’s largest and most expensive project and a major step 
toward alleviating the nation’s dependence on foreign oil. Mexico 
struck it very rich in finding sources for dil and natural gas. 

In July, an energy failure plunged 8.5 million residents of 
New York City into a 24-hour blackout. Ransacking crowds 
looted stores and homes at random, and lawlessness prevailed 
throughout the city. Police reported 4,000 arrests and injuries to 
500 of its officers. 

Hundreds of police lined the downtown streets of Memphis, 
Tennessee in August to restrain frenzied adoring crowds gathered 
to witness the funeral of Elvis Presley. The idol of the ‘“‘Bobby 
Soxers”’ generation died at age 42. 

On September 7 ebullient crowds caroused in Panama City, 
Panama, to celebrate the signing of the treaty between the United 
States and Panama providing for a phased transfer of the Panama 
Canal to the Central American republic. The treaty culminated 13 
years of arduous negotiations between the two countries. 

Negotiations of a different kind, and an eventual decision by 
the Supreme Court in October, set in motion the first transcon- 
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tinental flights of the French supersonic craft, the Concorde. Tra- 
veling between Paris and New York City, the Concorde set new 
records for the intercontinental trip and initiated a new era in 
commercial aviation. 

New York City was also in the news in October as the site of 
the World Series. The Yankees triumphed over the Dodgers in 
seven games and captured their 21st World Championship. 

New York City was also strained under imminent financial 
collapse during the year as the rate of inflation gyrated oppres- 
sively into double-digit figures. Opinion surveys consistently reg- 
istered inflation as the chief concern of Americans, and the world 
economy lurched toward a punishing recession. 

The fate of the ‘“‘Boat People” in Southeast Asia was also a 
topical issue in the news throughout the year. Thousands of des- 
perate refugees from Vietnam heroically crossed the South China 
Sea on a flotilla of small craft. Crowded into camps in Malaysia, 
the Phillipines, and Thailand many waited forlornly for asylum 
in the United States. 

Refugees from the central African country of Uganda startled 
the world with accounts of the sanguinary terror of the dictator- 
ship of Idi Amin. Reports of tribal genocide eventually prompted 
the United States to sever all trade with Uganda. 

The full fury of Mother Nature ushered in the new year with 
a colossal snowfall across the Northeast. With the ‘Blizzard of 78” 
came 27-inches of snow and hurricane force winds; thousands 
were stranded, business and schools closed for more than a week, 
and property damages were inestimable. The blizzard was the 
worst in the region since the Great Storm of 1888. 

A record of a different kind, the auction price for a book, was 
established when a rare copy of the Gutenberg Bible sold for 
$2,400,000. 

Two promising events in the Spring of 1978 advanced the 
cause of international harmony. One was a constitutional agree- 
ment in the former British Colony of Rhodesia to transfer the 
reins of government to black majority rule. Out of this accord 
emerged the State of Zimbabwe. The other, The Camp David 
Treaty, ended thirty years of hostility between Israel and Egypt 
and provided for the return of the Sinai peninsula to Egypt. As 
result of this effort, President Carter earned the nickname of 
“born-again”’ Carter. The polls had been showing him very low 
in popularity. This Camp David Conference included President 


Carter, President Anwar Sadat, Egypt, and Prime Minister Mena- 
chin Begin, Israel.

Terrorism was evident all over the world. Groups such as the 
IRA (Northern Ireland), Red Brigade (Italy), ETA (Basque Span- 
ish), Palestinians, Red Army (Japan), Montoneros (Peronists, 
Argentina) were striking everywhere. 

Invasions were made by Israel into Lebanon and the Rus- 
sians into Afghanistan. 

“Salt” talks were carried on between U. S. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance and Russian Foreign Minister, Andre Gromyko. 

Baroness Clementine Spenser Churchill, widow of Sir Win- 
ston, died at the age of 92. 

November 7th marked the 60th Anniversary of the Russian 
Revolution (11/7/17). 

Revival of the ‘“‘The Old Time Religion” was being sparked 
by Oral Roberts. 

Battles were raging in Congress for ‘School Tax Credits”’ for 
the parents of children not attending public schools. 

The “Pin Ball Games’’ moved from the Arcades into the 
family living rooms. 

Consumer Advocate Ralph Nader was on the wane. 

The narcotic spectre appeared off the Maine Coast in 
October. An unmarked vessel was seized by the Coast Guard. It 
was carrying 25 tons of marijuana that had a street value of 15 
million dollars. This was callled the “New England Connection.” 

In spite of the efforts of the Do-Gooders and the Ecologists, 
progress continued to be made in the field of ‘‘Aerospace’’ and 
“Nuclear Energy.” 

In retrospect, the period was the cause of the welding of the 
conservatives everywhere in urging all to ‘‘Stand Tall’’ and make 
every effort, in spite of “cynics,” and bring back “‘America.”

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join the Company and the Visiting Delegates for a pre-parade 
luncheon. 

The Armory, as usual, was a “‘beehive”’ of activity. Since the 
elevator was being used by the caterer, the long climb to the top 
floor had to be made over four (4) stairways. The stairs get steeper 
with passing years. During the lunch, the Past Commanders car- 
ried on with their assignment of serving as a reception committe 
at Headquarters. 

Assembly is sounded and all units proceed to the street and 
form the parade on the north side of North Market Street. 
Promptly at 1300 hours the command by Major General Timothy 
J. Regan, Jr., ‘‘Forward March”’ is given. For some, it is the 
beginning, for others, the end. 

The parade moves on until it is halted in front of the State 
House. Here the customary salute of ‘Ruffles and Flourishes”’ is 
rendered to the Commander and Chief of the Company followed 
by the rendering of ‘Hail to the Chief.”” The parade then moves to 
St. Paul’s Cathedral for the Anniversary Services. 

The parade was again formed on Tremont Street, and on the 
command of the Adjutant it proceeded to Boston Common where, 
in the northwest mall, bordered by Beacon and Charles Streets, 
the “Drum Head” election was held. Prior to the Election, Cap- 
tain Cremens led the “Pass in Review” by the Governor. The 
narrator on the Common was Major General I. Jerome O’Con- 
nor, PC. 

After a short respite, the call to Attention” was given. The 
election followed. The Company was formed into a “‘square’’ and 
ballots were cast on the “Drum Head.”

PRE-TRIP REPORT 


The pre-trip committee left Boston on 14 July at 1750 and 
arrived in New York and was greeted by Air India officials. We 
left New York at 2130 and flew directly to London where we 
checked into the Hotel Gloucester. Our stay in London gave us 
the opportunity to visit the Honourable Artillery Company, but 
due to the fact the Company was on maneuvers, we could not get 
to see any of our old friends. Our last day in London we did get 
together with John Day and also checked out the Hotel Cunard. 

On 17 July at 1850 hours we left London and arrived in Delhi 
at 1630 hours the following day and checked into the Hotel 
Ashoka. That evening we went to the Oberoi Hotel and dined at 
the Chimois Restaurant. (A superb dinner) 

The morning of 19 July we visited the Raj Ghat, the Memor- 
ial site for Mahatma Gandhi. We met with Deputy Commissioner 
of Tourism, Miss Pai and Deputy Commissioner of Delhi, Mr. 
Goswami. Details of the parade and ceremony were discussed. 
That afternoon we met with the American Ambassador, Mr. 
Goheen and Colonel Roberts, the Military Attache. We were 
greeted with enthusiasm and were informed that the details of our 
trip were published in the newspapers last October. That evening 
we met with hotel officials and ate at the Indian Restaurant (The 
Peacock) at the Ashoka. 

The morning of 20 July we met with General Raina, Army 
Chief of Staff of India. He offered to our Company his complete 
cooperation for the military aspects of our trip and designated 
one of his staff to work with us. That evening Lieutenant Peznola 
checked on church arrangements while we, once again, worked 
with hotel officials regarding rooms and meals. That evening we 
dined at the Retisserie Restaurant at the Ashoka with Colonel 
Roberts. 

The morning of 21 July we met with the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor of Delhi. In the afternoon we met with the Secretary to the 
Prime Minister, the Aide to General Raina, General Kapur and at 
1830 had our meeting with the Prime Minister. That evening we 
had dinner at the Supper Club and tasted a variety of meals which 
was used to prepare the menu for our banquet. 

The morning of 22 July was utilized for final arrangements 
at the church, a visit to the Red Fort and a small tour of Old and 
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New Delhi. That evening an appointment was made with the 
Under Secretary of State, Max Allen and Lieutenant Viola met 
with the Dalai Lama who was staying at the hotel. The evening 
was spent with Indian officials, tourist officials and their wives, 
and dinner was held at the Taj Restaurant at the Oberoi Hotel. At 
midnight we left Delhi for Yugoslavia. As you can see, our sche- 
dule in India was most active. I might add that Lieutenant Began 
and Lieutenant Viola also worked very hard on our special Ser- 
geant’s Party to be held our first evening in Delhi. 

Also, as a matter of information, appointments were held 
with Mr. Subramanian, Inspector General of the Police, Ms. 
Mehta, Foreign Secretary, Mr. Madhauan, Joint Secretary, Minis- 
try of External Affairs American Desk, Mr. Rangarajan, Joint 
Secretary Ministry of External Affairs and Mr. Sinai, Joint Secre- 
tary of Protocol. 

The next four days were spent in Yugoslavia. Once again we 
checked the rooms and restaurants at the hotel plus the Restau- 
rant Libertas downtown. Arrangments were made for various 
meals plus a special buffet to be served at the beach. We enjoyed 
the tour of Dubrovnik plus the cable ride to the top of a mountain 
that overlooks the entire city. One day was spent on a boat cruise 
that stopped at a very interesting island. Part of the committee 
spent time checking out the evening entertainment. 

At 1015 on 27 July we left Yugoslavia and arrived in Rome. 
At this time, we tried to contact our Swiss Guard friends, but, 
unfortunately, neither Hans or Alberto were available. Lieuten- 
ant Began and Lieutenant Viola did see Colonel Roland who was 
a great help on Colonel Montillio’s Fall Field Day Tour of Duty. 

At 0600 Thursday A.M., we left the hotel and flew to New 
York. Before leaving for Boston we once again had a meeting 
with the Air India and Tourist Agents to review all the plans that 
we made. At 2130 we arrived in Boston all safe, sound and tired.

India meant just that at the close of the 15th Century to Chris- 
topher Columbus. Indeed, India was so much an unknown mys- 
tery to him that he mistook our continent for this country and 
erroneously called the natives “Indians,” a misnomer that sur- 
vives to this day.

Taj Mahal

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“Mystery, wealth, and excitement’? — Well, not wealth any- 
more, but India still means mystery and excitement to us, and we 
are grateful to our Captain Commander, Robert D. Murphy, for 
bringing us here to the seventh largest country in the world and 
the largest democracy in Asia. The population of India is over 602 
million, more than any other country but China. One out of every 
seven people on earth today lives in India. Her population is 
equal to the population of the entire continent of Africa and the 
whole continent of South America combined. One-hundred and 
eighty different languages and over 700 dialects are spoken here. 
Eighty-three percent of the population is Hindu, 11% Moslem, 
and the remaining 6% accounts for all the other religions includ- 
ing Buddhist and Christian. 

Back home we have just finished celebrating our 200th birth- 
day. India goes back in Christian history 2,000 years and in pre- 
Christian history another 2,000 years. In the pre-Christian era, 
India was conquered by Alexander the Great, and in modern 
history was, even as we once were, a colony of the British Empire. 
But, not until 1947 did India win their independence, and that 
mainly through the efforts of one of the greatest men of the 20th 
century, the Father of this Nation, Mohandas Karamchand 
Gandhi, affectionately and reverently called ‘‘Mahatma,” which 
means “‘Great Soul,” and “Gandhi” — “Our Gandhi’? — who 
was born on this very day, October 2, 109 years ago, in 1868. 

The people of India have built a shrine to Mahatma Gandhi 
here in New Delhi, and it is one which Christians might well 
visit. For even though he was not a professed Christian, Mahatma 
Gandhi, with his program of non-violent resistance, carried out 
his life and his living, as few Christians have in theirs, that Apos- 
tolic prohibition again vengeance read at the beginning of the 
text. So in respectful memory of that “Great Soul,” let us hear 
again the Apostle St. Paul’s denunciation of one of the oldest and 
Most pernicious dispositions of the human heart: vengeance. 

Recompense to no man evil for evil ... Dearly beloved, avenge 
not yourselves, but rather give place unto wrath; for it is written, 
Vengeance is Mine; I will repay, saith the Lord ... Be not over- 
come of evil, but overcome evil with good.” Here we Christians 
are called to a style of life and to a manner of living totally free of 
vengeance. A wrong done to a Christian does not give him the 
right to inflict a wrong in return. The wisdom of this counsel is 
visible from many angles. Let’s consider a few of them in the 
order of ascending importance. 

First, and quite obviously, vengeance is harmful; harmful 
to the avenger as well as to the person against whom the ven- 
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geance is taken. Moreover, vengeance is futile. Vengeance is not 
the right answer to wrong. It never was, and it never will be. 
Vengeance simply perpetuates the cycle of sin-against, hate; sin- 
against, hate; sin-against, hate; sin-against, hate. Still more, ven- 
geance is really when you think about it, a lack of trust in God. 
The text reminds us, repeating in the New Testament what had 
already been laid down as law in the Old, ‘Vengeance is Mine; I 
will repay, saith the Lord.”’ So when we give into the urge “‘to get 
even,” ‘‘to settle scores,”’ and so take justice into our own hands, 
we are, in effect, saying that we cannot trust God to do this for us. 

But, most importantly, the reason why vengeance is not the 
right answer to wrong is because something else is the right 
answer. And that something else is forgiveness, is, in the words of 
the text, overcoming “‘evil with good.”” The former Preaching 
Minister of the Riverside Church in New York City, the Reverend 
Dr. Ernest T. Campbell, tells of attending a sports banquet recep- 
tion some years ago at which the one time professional hockey 
great, Eddie Shore, was honored. For years he was the most feared 
defenseman in the league and, during a long and distinguished 
playing career received more than 690 stitches on his face. Eddie 
Shore was over 70 years old when Dr. Campbell met him, but he 
reports that his face was as smooth as a baby's. When asked how 
this was possible, Eddie Shore replied that he gently massaged his 
wounds every day until all the scars just disappeared. Some peo- 
ple infect their wounds by picking at them constantly and end up 
with worse scars. But, we can sooth our hurts and the scars will 
vanish. 

Granted, this is not an easy thing to do, not even when, with 
redeemed hearts and with consecrated souls we hear the Apostolic 
injunction to “‘recompense no man evil for evil’ but to “‘over- 
come evil with good.” This is high ground. Who can attain unto 
it in a world that is crowded with rancor and ill will, where 
vengeace is the order of the day, and strong passions lie in every 
human heart? So we must look for the highest inspiration, and 
where else could that be but to Calvary’s Cross from which our 


Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ — wronged as no one else in 
history has been wronged, and sinned against by an entire world 
of sinners — was heard to say, ‘Father, forgive them; for they 


know not what they do” (St. Luke 23:24). Forgiveness, not ven- 
geance — forgiveness is the right answer to wrong. 

God granted that at that same Cross which blesses us with 
forgiveness that you and I may on this Gandhi Jayanti day learn 
for all the rest of the days of our life the right answer to wrong. 

In the afternoon some of the members caught up on their rest 
after lunch and some of the more energetic participants visited the 
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city and the Delhi Zoo where eleven of the thirty-five white tigers 
in captivity are caged. 

Sunday evening the Sergeants hosted a cocktail party, and we 
met several charming students and guests. This was followed by 
an excellent buffet.

Several high-ranking Indian 
Army officers participated in the ceremony. We presented arms as 
four buglers sounded ‘‘Last Post,” the British Army equivalent of 
“Taps.”

“BEATING RETREAT" 

Beating retreat is an ancient military custom. In Canton- 
ments and Garrison towns it was always considered advisable to 
have all the troops back in their barracks before sunset. Presum- 
ably, the fact that lighting in those days was very primitive and 
streets were entirely unlit had much to do with the institution of 


Beating retreat performed by various groups of the Indian Army 
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this custom. Also, surprise attacks on strongholds often took 
place at night, making it necessary for the garrison to be ready for 
action at the shortest notice. The drummers paraded round the 
streets and by the beat of drum warned the troops that it was time 
to return to barracks. 

The call is known as “RETREAT.” During the sounding of 
this call, the Colours are hauled down and appropriate marks of 
respect are paid. 

The buglers and precision quick and slow marches were a 
thrill to behold and a great honor for the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company. 

Immediately following the ‘‘Retreat,’’ we boarded buses fora 
Reception at the American Embassy. Ambassador Gaheen and his 
wife received us on the veranda. Captain Murphy presented a 
Paul Revere Bowl to the Ambassador, a former President of 
Princeton University.

INDIA 


India, land of superlatives: population of over six hundred 
million, comprising one-sixth of mankind: largest democracy on 
earth or ever in existence on earth; a land stretching over two 
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thousand miles from north to south and over two thousand miles 
from each to west; and, where fourteen major languages are 
spoken. 

Here one finds a dazzling diversity of religions, cultures, 
races and eras, all existing side by side in present day India. Here 
are Holy men, snake charmers, fakirs and bullock carts contrast- 
ing with skyscrapers, modern industry and atomic energy plants. 

Here is a civilization with its roots dating back five thousand 
years and yet firmly into the twentieth century. This is the land of 
Ashoka, Buddhist Emperors, of Hindu Maharajas and of Muslim 
Emperors. This is a land of culture, of learning and of vitality. 

Mark Twain commented over eighty years ago, that India 
was “‘the one land that all men desire to see, and having seen once, 
by even a glimpse, would not give that glimpse for the shows of 
all the rest of the globe combined.” 


MAHATMA GANDHI 


Mahatma Gandhi, Father of Independent India, though 
small of stature stands as one of the giants of the twentieth cen- 
tury. Devoted through most of his life to the doctrine of inde- 
pendence through non-violence, he lived to see the birth of a Free 
India, only to fall victim to the bullets of an assassin. He was an 
extraordinary blend of East and West, of old and new. He was an 
attorney, trained in England, who had furthered the cause of 
ethnic Indians in South Africa before returning to his homeland. 
From 1923 until his untimely passing in 1948, he roamed the 
countryside of his beloved India, clad only in a homespun loin 
cloth, preaching the doctrines of love for fellow man and inde- 
pendence. Especially dear to him were the ‘untouchables’ whom 
he called ‘‘Harijans” or ‘‘Children of God.” His speeches and 
writings reflect a knowledge not only of Indian religions but of 
Christianity and Islam as well. It is a tribute to him that to this 
day the flag of India is always made of ‘‘khadi” or homespun 
cloth. He has said that each man should “‘spin on his own wheel 
sufficient cloth with which to clothe himself and family and thus 
make the nation independent of European imports of machine 
made cloth.” 

The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
chusetts has had the privilege of honoring this Man of All 
Nations by placing a wreath on the memorial to him at Raj Ghat,

the place of his cremation. A few moments of silence were 
observed in memory of this humble, self-effacing man who will 
stand as a beacon for generations ‘to come to those who champion 
freedom through non-violence. 


NATIONAL EMBLEM 


The State Emblem of India is an adaption from the Sarnath 
Lion Capital of Ashoka preserved in the Sarnath Museum. In the 
original there are four lions, standing back to back, mounted on 
an abacus with a frieze carrying sculptures in high relief of an 
elephant, a galloping horse, a bull and a lion separated by inter- 
vening wheels (Chakras) over a bell-shaped lotus. Carved out of a 
single block of polished sandstone, the Capital is crowned by the 
Wheel of the Law (Dharma Chakra). 

In the State Emblem adopted by the Government of India on 
26 January 1950, only three lions are visible, the fourth being 
hidden from view. The wheel appears in relief in the center of the 
abacus with a bull on the right and a horse on the left and the 
outlines of the other wheels on the extreme right and left. The 
bell-shaped lotus has been omitted. The words, Satyameva jayate, 
from the Mundaka Unpanishad meaning ‘Truth alone tri- 
umphs,” are inscribed below the abacus in Devanagari script.

midable to tyrants only.—He has called together legislative 
bodies at places unusual, uncomfortable, and distant from the 
depository of their public Records, for the sole purpose of fatigu- 
ing them into compliance with his measures. —He has dissolved 
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Representative Houses repeatedly, for opposing with manly 
firmness his invasions on the rights of the people.—He has 
refused for a long time, after such dissolutions, to cause others to 
be elected; whereby the Legislative powers, incapable of Annihi- 
lation, have returned to the People at large for their exercise; the 
State remaining in the mean time exposed to all the dangers of 
invasion from without, and convulsions within.—He has endea- 
voured to prevent the population of these States; for that purpose 
obstructing the Laws for Naturalization of Foreigners; refusing to 
pass others to encourage their migration hither, and raising the 
conditions of new Appropriations of Lands.—He has obstructed 
the Administration of Justice, by refusing his Assent to Laws for 
establishing Judiciary powers.—He has made Judges dependent 
on his Will alone, for the tenure of their offices, and the amount 
and payment of their salaries.—He has erected a multitude of 
New Offices, and sent hither swarms of Officers to harrass our 
people, and eat out their substance.—He has kept among us, in 
times of peace, Standing Armies, without the Consent of our 
legislatures.—He has affected to render the Military independent 
of and superior to the Civil power. He has combined with others 
to subject us to a jurisdiction foreign to our constitution, and 
unacknowledged by our Laws; giving his Assent to their Acts of 
pretended Legislation: For quartering large bodies of armed 
troops among us: For protecting them, by a mock Trial, from 
punishment for any Murders which they should commit on the 
Inhabitants of these States;—For cutting off our Trade with all 
parts of the world:—For imposing Taxes on us without our 
Consent:—For depriving us in many cases, of the benefits of Trial 
by Jury:—For transporting us beyond Seas to be tried for pre- 
tended offenses:—For abolishing the free System of English Laws 
in a neighboring Province, establishing therein an Arbitrary 
government, and enlarging its Boundaries so as to render it at 
once an example and fit instrument for introducing the same 
absolute rule into these Colonies: For taking away our Charters, 
abolishing our most valuable Laws, and altering fundamentally 
the Forms of our Government:—For suspending our own Legis- 
latures, and declaring themselves invested with power to legislate 
for us in all cases whatsoever.—He has abdicated Government 
here, by declaring us out of his Protection and waging War 
against us.—He has plundered our seas, ravaged our Coasts, 
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burnt our towns, and destroyed the lives of our people.—He is at 
this time transporting large Armies of foreign Mercenaries to 
compleat the works of death, desolation and tyranny, already 
begun with circumstances of Cruelty and perfidy scarcely paral- 
leled in the most barbarous ages, and totally unworthy the Head 
of a civilized nation.-He has constrained our fellow Citizens taken 
Captive on the high seas to bear Arms against their Country, to 
become the executioners of their friends and Brethren, or to fall 
themselves by their Hands.—He has excited domestic insurrec- 
tions amongst us, and has endeavoured to bring on the inhabit- 
ants of our frontiers, the merciless Indian Savages, whose known 
rule of warfare, is an undistinguished destruction of all ages, 
sexes and conditions. In every stage of these Oppressions We have 
Petitioned for Redress in the most humble terms: Our repeated 
Petitions have been answered only by repeated injury. A Prince, 
whose character is thus marked by every act which may define a 
Tyrant, is unfit to be the ruler of a free people. Nor have We been 
wanting in attentions to our British brethren. We have warned 
them from time to time of attempts by their legislature to extend 
an unwarrantable jurisdiction over us. We have reminded them of 
the circumstances of our emigration and settlement here. We have 
appealed to their native justice and magnanimity, and we have 
conjured them by the ties of our common kindred to disavow 
these usurpations, which, would inevitably interrupt our connec- 
tions and correspondence. They too have been deaf to the voice of 
justice and of consanguinity. We must, therefore, acquiesce in the 
necessity, which denounces our Separation, and hold them as we 
hold the rest of mankind. Enemies in War, in Peace Friends. 
We, therefore, the Representatives of the United States of 
America, in General Congress, Assembled, appealing to the 
Supreme Judge of the world for the rectitude of our intentions, 
do, in the Name, and by Authority of the good People of these 
Colonies, solemnly publish and declare, That these United Colo- 
nies are, and of Right ought to be Free and Independent States; 
that they are Absolved from all Allegiance to the British Crown, 
and that all political connection between them and the State of 
Great Britain is and ought to be totally dissolved; and that as Free 
and Independent States, they have full Power to levy War, con- 
clude Peace, contract Alliances, establish Commerce, and to do all 
other Acts and Things which Independent States may of right 
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do.—And for the support of this Declaration, with a firm reliance 
on the protection of Divine Providence, we mutually pledge to 
each other our Lives, our Fortunes and our sacred Honor.

General Washington died at the age of 67 on 14 December 
1799. He died of acute laryngitis, and I have a strong feeling that 
if I continue talking, Iam afraid MURPHY'S LAW will prevail. 
In closing might I add that even though the General was of mil- 
itary background “peace was first in his mind.”’ He once wrote to 
General Philip Schulyer and said ‘‘we must make the best of 
mankind as they are, since we cannot have them as we wish.” 
Whenever you decide to make remarks about your Captain Com- 
manding, I wish you would keep this in mind. 

The candidates for elective office for the coming year are to 
be congratulated for providing the fine entertainment, etc. at the 
Union Oyster House prior to the Luncheon. Again our thanks to 
First Sergeant Joseph Milano, Jr. for being such a great host. All 
in all, it was a tremendous day and the Staff is to be commended 
for their exceptional work in preparing this event.

The Ancients, as most of us are aware, have had many of our 
Members elected and appointed to high positions.

AIR FORCE SYSTEMS COMMAND 
NATIONAL LEADER ORIENTATION PROGRAM 
30 August 1977 


The purpose of this particular program is to familiarize prom- 
inent citizens with the mission of the Air Force and to give them 
current information about the methods used by the Air Force to 
meet its challenges in providing and assisting in the National 
Defense strategy. 

The Air Force Systems Command, of which the Electronic 
Systems Division is a product division, is responsible for convert- 
Ing aerospace technology into operational systems and equipment 
to support the mission needs of the Air Force. Their primary 
functions are research, development, testing and acquisitions. 
Their budget is approximately one-fourth of the total allocated to 
the entire Air Force. 
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An invitation was extended to the Captain Commanding Cap- 
tain Robert D. Murphy and a few of his staff to participate in a two 
day tour of the establishment at Wright-Patterson Air Force Base in 
Ohio on 25-26 August 1977. The invitation was extended by LTG 
Robert T. Marsh, Commander AFSC, Hanscom Air Force Base, 
Massachusetts. The invitation was eagerly accepted. In the morn- 
ing the group assembled at the Command Management Center at 
Hanscom Field at 0700 hours on Thursday 25 August 1977. The 
delegation, under the command of the Captain was composed as 
follows: The Captain, Chief of Staff, LCDR Ralph J. DeStefano, 
PC, LT James E. Crittenden and LT Paul E. Mullen. They were 
part of a group of thirty three who were making the tour. 

General Marsh welcomed the group and it was his hope that 
the tour would be most enlightening and pleasant for all in the 
party. The plane departed at 0830 hours. The first touchdown was 
at Griffiss AFB, Rome, New York. They were greeted by COL J.Z. 
Dillon, Rome Air Development Center Overview. From 1000 
hours to 1200 hours, a tour was made of the High Power Lab and 
Laser Signature Lab and the Experimental Cartographics Facil- 
ity. Lunch was served at the Officers Club. The afternoon session 
ran from 1300 hours through 1530 hours. The Computer Facility, 
Failure Analysis Lab, Digital Communications Experimental 
Facility and the Strategic Air Command area were all a part of 
afternoon orientation sessions. 

The group boarded the plane at 1600 hours and departed for 
Wright-Patterson AFB, Ohio. The second touchdown was at that 
base at 1730 hours. They were greeted on arrival by LTC David J. 
Shea, Chief of Information, Aeronautical Systems Division. The 
party was moved to the Visiting Officers Quarters immediately. A 
cocktail party was held at the Officers Club from 1900 hours to 
2000 hours. Dinner was served at 2000 hours and the dinner was 
most enjoyable and palatable. At 2200 hours the delegation 
returned to the Visiting Officers Quarters. 

The second day of the tour, Friday, 26 August 1977, began 
with breakfast at the Logistics Command Executive Dining 
Room. The morning session (0830 hours through 1230 hours 
included AFLC presentation, Aeronautical System Division pres- 
entation, a LAMARS tour and a tour of a Structural Test Facility. 
Lunch was served from 1230 hours through 1315 hours in the 
Executive Dining Room. 
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The afternoon session (1315 hours through 1630 hours). The 
group was given a Flight Vehicle Equipment Demonstration, a 
Cruise Missiles presentation and a tour of the Air Force Museum. 

At 1630 hours the party was moved to the Base Terminal- 
Wright-Patterson AFB. Departed at 1700 hours, touching down at 
Hanscom AFB at 1900 hours. 

The tour was most enjoyable and informative. The persons 
in the group represented many fields of endeavor, ranging from 
insurance, legal, banking, accounting, medicine and economics.

Captain Joseph A. Milano, Sr., Second Lieutenant of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts died 
9 September 1977. 

Captain Milano rendered loyal and faithful service to the Com- 
pany for over nineteen years. He was born in Boston on 29 March 
1915. He enrolled in the Company on 5 May 1958. He served on 
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the Color Detail from 1960 until 1962. He was elected First Ser- 
geant of Artillery in 1962. He was elected to the office of Quarter- 
master in 1965. He was re-elected to that office for 12 years. He 
was elected Second Lieutenant in 1977 and held that office until 
his death. 

Captain Milano was a graduate of Northeastern University 
with a degree in Civil Engineering. He was employed as an engi- 
neer with the City of Medford for a period of eighteen years. He 
was the owner of Milano's Liquor Company. He was also the 
co-owner of the Faneuil Hall Lobster House. In 1971 he became a 
part owner of the Union Oyster House, the oldest resturant in 
Boston. In 1975 he became the sole owner of this establishment. 
During all of this time he continued his interest in civil engineer- 
ing, working as a consultant. 

For those of us who knew him very well it was quite a loss. 
His warmth and his sincere desire to be of service to the Company 
was a continuing one. The proudest moment of his life was when 
he was elected Second Lieutenant. 

Captain Milano and Lieutenant Andrew “Scotty” Duncan, 
his predecessor, were close personal friends. To quote a bit from 
the Legend of Scotty Duncan: 

“Scotty Duncan of old—a manifest holds 

And waves us through the gate. 

And I'll go back overmore and I will 

Until, until I hear the keel grate on the shore 

And the men I march among—the rank and file— 

Until, until our June Day song is sung 

I feel the town is near, 

Morning Star above the neap 

One untravelled road is clear 

And the rivers I can leap.”

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Three members at the time of a visit from the Honourable 
Artillery Company of London threw in $1000 each to maintain a 
special party at the Old Revere House twenty-four hours a day 
during the visit, and boy, ‘‘did they have fun."’ They had so much 
fun that they decided to make this get together a regular part of 
the Ancients’ tradition. 

The first meeting of the Ten of Us Club was held on Thurs- 
day 30 April 1896. The charter was issued on 5 May from the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The celebration on 4 May 1946 
making the Fiftieth Anniversary one long to be remembered. 
Growing from a Committee ‘to promote the entertainment of the 
Honourable Artillery Company when they visitied the City of 
Boston” and, after having raised many many thousands of dollars 
for such purposes, the Ten of Us Club has continued on never 
failing to promote social amusement amongst its members.

It was a 
party that made our comrades forget the uring experience of the 
day before. Captain Murphy made several presentations to the 
Honourable Company. It was an evening for getting acquainted 
and it certainly exceeded its purpose. 
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THE PERMANENT FUND 
7 May 1883 


Prior to the adoption of a change in the Rules and 
Regulations governing the Company, the Finance Committee 
handled all investments of Company Funds and funds received 
from the estates of deceased members. The principal source of 
funds are the Application Fees. The Application Fees over the 
years have been as follows: 1883 $20.00; 1946 $25.00; 1954 $100.00; 
Reinstatement Fee $25.00; 1976 - $250.00, Right of Descent 
$100.00, Reinstatement Fee $100.00. All Application Fees are 
deposited into the Corpus of the Fund. Currently the Fund is 
composed of the Principal account (Corpus) and the Income 
Account. Income is derived from dividends and interest earned on 
investments. For a period of time and to insure the stability of the 
Fund, the ratio of investments was forty percent in Cash 
Accounts, thirty percent equally in stocks and bonds. However, 
during this current period the bond market has fallen well below 
face value and with the exception of American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company bonds, the trustees voted to sell all other 
bonds. This resulted in a loss, but it was recaptured with the 
advent of Money Market Securities being made available. Low 
paying shares of stock were also being disposed of. This was also 
at a loss, but funds received from the sale were placed in Money 
Market Accounts or in high paying technology, industrial, 
utilities or oil stocks. 

The Fund on 31 May 1977 showed Book Value (cost) of 
$328,888.59 and a Market Value of $461,600.62. The year end 
figures on 31 May 1978 show: Book Value of $345,723.76 and 
Market Value of $464,312.59. It must be kept in mind that a 
considerable amount of trading was done in the unloading of 
low level investments. Future years produced a much health- 
ier position. 

The purpose for creating the Permanent Fund was and is 
solely for earning sufficient funds for paying the operating costs 
of the Company. 

Payments to the General Fund of the Company show for the 
ten (10) year period 1967/68—1977/78 an average amount per 
member of $283.20, or an allocation of $28.32 per member. The 
amount paid over to the General Fund for the period of 1977-1978 
was $27,648.86 or $50.27 per member, 
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The Trustees have a Fiduciary Responsibility, and, using the 
“prudent man” approach to investments, there is no room for 
“speculation”. It is their purpose to develop growth and income 
and they realize that you cannot have one without the other.

REPORT OF THE MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE

HISTORY OF THE 
SOCIETY OF PAST COMMANDERS 


The Two Hundred and Fiftieth Anniversary Celebration of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts 
was held at the Parker House, Boston, on 8 May 1890. 

Mr. A. Shuman, a member of the Anniversary Committee, 
proposed the following motion, and after some discussion it was 
unanimously adopted: 


“The Committee on the Two Hundred and Fiftieth Anni- 
versary of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts, for the purpose of continuing their pleasant 
and friendly associations as members of that Committee, to 
cherish and keep alive whatever is, and has been of interest 
in that memorable Celebration, and to give their influence 
and assistance to any good work for the welfare and 
advancement of the Company; agree to form themselves into 
a Club to be known as the—15 Club.” 
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The following gentlemen were the original members of the 
Club. All, with the exception of the last five, served as Captain of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts:

Captain Edward E. Allen was Chairman of the Committee. 


The Club met annually and other than a few simple rules, 
there were no By-Laws. Motions regulating the Organization, 
however, have been made at various meetings. At a special meet- 
ing on 15 May 1973, By-Laws were adopted. 

At the annual meeting, 11 February 1916, the name of the 
Club was changed from the ‘15 Club” to the ‘Past Commanders 
Association of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company.” 
At the annual meeting, 12 March 1933, the name was changed to 
“The Society of Past Commanders, Ancient and Honorable 
Arullery Company.” At the annual meeting, 15 September 1973, 
by amendment of the newly adopted By-Laws, the name was 
changed to the ‘‘Society of Past Commanders of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts.” 

Captain Fred E. Bolton was the last member to join the ‘15 
Club” and was the last surviving member at the time of his death 
in October 1938. 

Since the organization, 8 May 1890, there have been but six 
Secretaries, Colonel Sidney M. Hedges, elected Permanent Secre- 
tary, served from 1890 to 1924; Captain Thomas H. Ratigan from 
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1925 to 1933; Brigadier General Henry D. Cormerais from 1933 to 
1953; Lieutenant Colonel Fred K. Rogers from 1953 to 1959; Cap- 
tain Frank G. Volpe from 1959 to 1974, and Major General I. 
Jerome O'Connor from 1974 to date. 

There have been but seven Treasurers, Mr. A. Shuman, 
elected Permanent Treasurer, served from 1890 to 1894; Captain 
Fottler from 1894 to 1933; Major Lionel G.H. Palmer from 1933 
to 1938; Captain Justin A. Duncan from 1938 to 1958; Colonel 
Raymond F. Rauscher from 1958 to 1959; Colonel Augustus J. 
Migell from 1959 to 1976, and Colonel Walter T. Anzoni from 
1976 to date. 

The silver reproduction of the Gorget worn by the Captain 
Commanding of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts was added to the seal on the menus in 1934. 

The Junior Past Commander of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts receives the miniature gold 
Gorget at the June Day Banquet from the Senior Past Com- 
mander present.

(Sermon for the 340th Memorial Service of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts at the Cathedral 
of Saint Paul, Boston, June 5, 1978, by Chaplain Frank J. Bauer, 
(Brigadier General, Retired). 


“Captain Robert Keayne”’ 


Three hundred twenty-two years ago, on the 18th anniversary 
of the chartering of the Military Company of Massachusetts, later 
to be called and now known as the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company, in 1656 that is, the reading of the Death Roll 
noted the passing of Past Commander Robert Keayne, Founder 
and First Captain-Commanding, enrolled 1637, died March 23rd, 
served 19 years. And on this first Monday in June, in the year of 
Our Lord 1,978, on the 340th anniversary of our Company, it is to 
his memory, to his heritage, and to his legacy that our thoughts 
are directed in this annual church service. 

His is a long and illustrious legacy, a legacy symbolized by 
the gorget worn by the present Captain-Commanding, another 
Robert “‘bright in fame,”’ Robert D. Murphy, who, for his twelve- 
month tenure and for his courage and fortitude in taking us on 
our Fall Field Day Tour of Duty to the troubled and struggling 
giant-country of India and to sparkling, “no-nonsense” Yugosla- 
via, is worthy to receive the praise and commendation of the 
Company. ‘Well done, Captain Murphy, Sir!” 

And his, Captain Robert Keayne’s, is a long and illustrious 
heritage. For while we do not know the exact date in 1637 he and 
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twenty-three others formed this Company, we do know that 
Robert Keayne was enrolled in the Honourable Artillery Com- 
pany of London on May 6th, 1623, a Company then in its 86th 
year, having received its Royal Charter from King Henry VIII, 
under the title of the Guild or Fraternity of St. George. So, as both 
Companies share the memory of Robert Keayne, it was fitting, 
earlier today, for members of both Companies to pay respect at his 
grave in the King’s Chapel Burial-Ground, and it is fitting now, 
in this Service, for the members of both Companies to hear about 
this man who ties the two of us together into a band of freedom- 
loving comradesin-arms. 

Robert Keayne was born in Windsor, England, in the year 
1595, the son of John Keayne, a butcher. He did not, however, 
follow his father in this, for, after having served an eight-years 
apprenticeship in London, he was admitted to the freedom of the 
Merchant Tailors’ Corporation. In 1635, when he was forty years 
of age, with his wife, Ann, and their son, Benjamin, age 16, he 
sailed on the ‘Defence’ to America and the Colony of Massachu- 
setts, which had been organized when there was a large immigra- 
tion from England in 1630 and which was headed by Governor 
John Winthrop. In Boston Robert Keayne located as a tailor ina 
house which was his shop and his residence on the south-east 
corner of what is now State and Washington Streets. And he soon 
became, by his industry, energy, and capital, a leading colonist. 

Now the Massachusetts colonists, to protect their property 
and goods, had lost no time in organizing volunteer train bands 
drilled by veteran officers. There were ten such bands in Massa- 
chusetts: at Boston, Charlestown, Dorchester, Watertown, Brain- 
tree, Cambridge, Saugus, Ipswich, Lynn, and Newbury, and 
many of their officers had belonged in England to the Honoura- 
ble Artillery Company. Twenty-four of these train band officers, 
in 1637, were prompted to form an artillery company in New 
England which would serve as a military school in which all the 
officers of the scattered town companies could acquire uniformity 
of tactics and drill. They petitioned Governor Winthrop for a 
charter of incorporation, but at first without success since it was 
feared a standing authority of military men might easily over- 
throw the civil power. But the Company did not relax Ils exer 
tions to obtain the desired charter. It was granted March 13th, 
1638, with twenty-four names on the roll, Robert Keayne’s the 
first, he and five other former members of the Honourable 
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Artillery Company and joined by eight more former members 
during the remaining months of the charter year. And so there 
came into being what Captain Woolmer- Williams in his history 
published on the occasion of the 350th anniversary of the HAC 
calls “the American Branch of the Regiment.” 

Robert Keayne (Cane) — and that is the correct pronuncia- 
tion of ‘‘K-e-a-y-n-e"’ we know from the Colony Records in which 
a clerk noted a delivery of arms and ammunition to our first 
Captain’s house in Boston and spelled his name phonetically, 
“C-a-n-e” -Robert Keayne, the Founder and First Captain, served 
as Captain-Commanding again, the 10th, 1647-48. He died, as 
noted before on March 23rd, 1656, at the age of 61. 

His voluminous will, 482 pages written in his own hand, 
reveals prominent traits. He was thoughtful, wise, generous, and 
forgiving. He left a large bequest to the very church which had, 
after the General Court had tried him and fined him for failure 
“not to strive to make money,” considered excommunicating him 
but instead sharply admonished him. It was his money which 
built Boston’s first Town House on the site where the Old State 
House now stands. He underwrote the building of a market place 
specifying that “in the same building there be also a room for an 
armory to keep the arms of the Artillery Company and for the 
soldiers to meet in when they have occasion." He bequeathed 
“two heifers or cows to the Captain and officers of the first 
Artillery Company to be kept as a stock constantly and the 
increase or profit of these cows yearly to be laid out in powder or 
bullets for the use of the exercise of the great Artillery,” and it 
might interest some present-day Captain-Commanding to go 
looking for this legacy. Legally, those cows could still be grazed 
upon the Common. And his legacy to the free school was proba- 
bly applied to what is now called the Public Latin School in 
Boston, one of the great ornaments of this city. He did as much, if 
not more, than any other man of his day and locality, for the 
town, the church, the schools, and the colony. Yet nota picture of 
this “‘first citizen” has ever been found. But that need not dimin- 
ish in any way our high regard for him, not more than the 
absence of a true portrait of our Lord and Saviour in any way 
lessens our souls’ allegiance to Jesus Christ. “Captain Robert 
Keayne,"” said the Reverend Samuel K. Lothrop in his bi- 
centennial June Day sermon in 1838, ‘‘was one of those men, rare 
elsewhere, but of whom New England and this city especially, 
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have seen many, who...have been eminent for their public use- 
fulness, for their high moral worth as men, for their faithful 
services as citizens...And as long as this Company continues to 
exist and worth and virtue are honored by its members, so long he 
will be held in grateful remembrance as an honest man, a faithful 
citizen, a sincere Christian.” 

The author of the early history of our Company, Oliver Ayer 
Roberts, wrote: ‘“The members of the Honourable Artillery Com- 
pany of Old England... (and of)...the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of New England...have a right to be proud of 
their traditions, as the brave and patriotic deeds of one generation 
become the precious heritage of the next, growing in interest and 
value as time wears on, and flower after flower is added to the 
chaplets of honor of the respective companies...And each 
member of the two artillery companies should feel more and 
more, as generations pass away, that his responsibility is great to 
his company, to his country, and to himself: that his part is to aim 
high, to act well, and to feel— 


“The name of every gallant ancestor 
A bond upon his soul against disgrace.’ ” 


In reverent memory of our common gallant ancestor, Cap- 
tain Robert Keayne, may that become this day and for all our days 
our earnest purpose and our avowed resolve, so help us God!
